Fargo, to set up a system for 
distribution of the stamps. She 
told the supervisors that Wells 
Fargo would handle distribu- 
tion of the stamps for 80 to 90 
cents a transaction, with one 
transaction a person a month 
expected. 
In addition to welfare 
re- 


cipients, many low-income peo- 
ple who are not eligible for 
other public assistance would 
come under the food stamp pro- 


gram, Mrs. Marinoff said. She 
estimates that 75 per cent of 
the welfare department case- 
load and 75 per cent of low 
income families will qualify.

MOSCOW (A P)- Two Soviet 
cosmonauts transferred from 
one orbiting spaceship to an­ 
other today, scoring a dramatic 
first for the Soviet space pro­ 
gram. 
The two space ships, Soyuz 4 
and Soyuz 5, had linked up in 
orbit shortly before cosmonauts 
Yevgeny Khrunov and Alexei 
Yeliseyev made the trasnfer. 
The official news agency Tass 
said they moved from Soyuz 5 
to join Vladimir Shatalov in Soy­ 
uz 4, leaving Boris Volynov a- 
lone in Soyuz 5. 
Radio Moscow said the two 
cosmonauts were 
outside the 
linked-up 
ships 
“ about an 
hour.” 
Khrunov and 
Yeliseyev don­ 
ned space suits just before the 
maneuver. Radio Moscow said 
the suits were equipped with a 
new life-support system. 
“ Thus 
Shatalov’s 
two-day 
solitude in orbit was over,” 
Tass said. 
Khrunov exited from Soyuz 
5 and climbed aboard the com­ 
panion ship above the territory 
of South America. Yeliseyev 
made his move over the Soviet 
Union. 
“ The condition of all cosmo­ 
nauts is good,” Radio Moscow 
said. 
Moscow television showed a 
delayed videotape of the two 
cosmonauts inside the orbiting 
ship preparing 
to make the 
transfer. Volynov helped Yeli­ 
seyev and Khrunov get into their 
suits. 
“ Our condition is excellent,” 
Volynov reported. 
“Don't be in a hurry,” a voice 
from ground control said. 
The picture was of good qual­ 
ity and the inside of the Soyuz 5 
cabin appeared to be quite roo­ 
my. 
One of the cosmonauts could 
then be seen floating in space, 
his umbilical cable leading in­ 
side the ship. 


At one point a movie camera 
floated out t.‘»e door into Yell- 
syev’s arms. 


Tass 
said

operations or the rescue of 
spacemen in emergency situa­ 
tions.

H%.said hunger and frequent illness is 
common to Mexican -America** in Colorado, Indians in New Mexi- 
co, and to poor rural whites and Negroes throughout the country.

MR. NIXON'S WELFARE 
COMMISSION 
The first Nixon panel to re- 
port cams in rather hesitantly 
— in that it was on the side of 
administrative efficiency on the 
one hand, but on the other, it 
seemed to recognize that ad- 
ministrative efficiency forcer- 
tain types of welfare programs 
is out of this world; out, even, 
of Mr. Nixon's world. 
Here are the issues: The 
antipoverty program has as its 
objective a goal which both lib- 
erals and conservatives theore- 
tically endorse, namely 
the 


graduation of welfare families 
into self-sufficiency. As usual, 
the question is on hew to pro- 
ceed. The Kennedy-Johnson an- 
tipoverty "warfare" is cer- 
tainly discredited, but the ques- 
tion is why. The liberals will 
not concede that there is any- 
thing wrong with the federal 
government's having got into the 
picture, but some of them (the 
brighter among them) concede 
that a great deal went wrong 
when the government did get 
into the picture. Post hocprop- 
ter hoc? 
The conservatives, who as a 
matter of faith believe in lo- 
cal control, are for doctrinal 
reasons disposed tobelievethat 
local control was the best thing 
that ever happened to the pov- 
erty program. Unfortunately, 
local control, as the lowering 
scandals in New York City sug- 
gest, has in fact amounted to 
1) graft, on a truly Neapolitan 
scale; and b) utterly inconse- 
quential 
results, 
even after 


the use ol such monies as the 
tnalversators were so gener- 
ous as to allow to trickle down 
to the poor. 
Mr. 
Nixon's 
commission 


makes 
two concrete recom- 


mendations, one of them in- 
disputably 
right-minded, the 


other less so. Let us, says the 
commission, cease instantly 
from penalizing families th« 
fathers of which are in resi- 
dence and unemployed. Under 
existing legislation, catch-a- 
father-in-the-house means an 
end to certain kinds of welfare 
to which the mother and chil- 
dren are entitled on the assump- 
tion that the> have been desert- 
ed. The lamentable result has 


been to encourage the physical 
separation 
of married or for 


that matter unmarried couples. 
Another 
recommendation ol 


Mr. Nixon's commission, more 
controversial than the other, 
is that the federal government 
step in and standardize welfare 
payments, so as to eliminate 
such contrasts as now exist 
between, say, Missouri ($8), and 
New York City ($71). 


A few thoughts: 
1) To the extent that differ- 


ences among the states per- 
sist, so does the states' auth- 
ority — with far-reaching con- 
sequences. As it now stands, 
there is considerable material 
temptation for residents of Mis- 
sissippi to move to New York— 
in order to take jobs there ?No, 
in order to live there on wel- 
fare. Such emigrations contri- 
bute to the fiscal emergency 
merely suggested by the figures 
in New York City, where wel- 
fare 
payments have tripled 


since the election of Paul Bun- 
yon as mayor. So that the fed- 
eral government, by the use of 
its power to bribe, can ease that 
centrifugal 1st urge towards the 
philanthropic states, and that is 
certainly a desirable result. On 
the other hand, once again, an 
erosion of state authority. 


2) No doubt Mr. Nixon recog- 


nizes the dilemma. And perhaps 
he will go right on to consider 
his commission's hint for the 
day after tomorrow, which Is: 
a negative income tax, as sug- 
gested by Professor Milton 
Friedman, and an end to the 
welfare patchwork. There is a 
lot that is greatly objection- 
able, to the orthodox conser- 
%-ative, in such a totalist ap- 
proach to the welfare prob- 
lem, and it is ironic that the 
first conservative president in 
two decades should be the first 
to consider such a recommen- 
dation as Mr. Nixon has got. 


Mr. Nixon will have to ponder 
the question deeply. America 
should have taken 
different 


turns years ago. But the people 
having ratified and reratified 
the New Deal, are we not better 
off with such radical proposals 
as Milton Friedman's than with 
yet another four years of jerry- 
building?

FIRST BRUSH WITH LAW

the influence of liquor on Bea- 
con Street in Boston.

Waite, stated that Richardson 
had collided with a safety is- 
land and his car had to be tow- 
ed to the Uptown garage. 


"Richardson was very abus- 
ive at the time of his arrest 
and 
threatened to 
have me 


fired," Officer Waite stated. 
"He stated that his uncle Hen- 
ry L. Shattuck would fix the 
case and then take care of me. 
Richardson was very profane 
and disorderly at the time." 
Richardson 
subsequently 


pleaded guilty to "operating a 
motor vehicle so that the lives 
and safety of the public might 
be endangered" and to driving 
"under the influence of intox- 
icating liquor." He was fined a 
total of $75 and his license 
suspended. 
Richardson's worst brush with 
the law came 12 years later 
on an April night in 1951 when 
at 2 a.m. he struck a stop sign 
at 347 Clark Road in Brook- 
line, then traveled through a 
hedge alongside the sidewalk.

The arresting officer, Neil F. 


tby DREW PEARSON 


Doherty of the Brookllne po- 
lice force, stated; "On about 
11:30 a.m. April 22, 1951, I 
commenced an investigation of 
a reported hit-and-run prop- 
erty damage accident. The ac- 
cident occurred at about 2 p.m. 
this date . . . I interviewed 
the defendant (Elliott Richard- 
son) and asked him if he had an 
accident 
last 
night or this 


morning and he said no. 
"I asked him about the hedge 


and the twigs on the front of his 
car, and he said he could not ac- 
count for them. I asked him 
•where he was, and he said at a 
party in Cambridge. I asked 
him if he had been drinking, 
and he said yes. He stated he 
had been drinking cocktails. I 
asked him if he was drunk, and 
he said he did not think so. I 
said, 'You were at least under 
the influence of liquor,' and he 
said that he guessed that he 
was." 


Richardson pleaded guilty and 
paid a $200 fine. His license was 
suspended. 
While in Washington, D. C., 
in 1949, Richardson also had 
his license suspended for 30 
days, but the record Is not 
clear regarding 
the details. 


On January 24, 1964, he was 
arrested for speeding at Farm- 
ington, New Hampshire, and 
fined $15. There were 11 other 
arrests, most of them minor. 
During the last Republican 
administration, approximately 
50 State Department officials 
were forced to "resign" be- 
cause of alcoholism or kindred 
problems which allegedly made 
them 
security 
risks. The 


present Democratic Congress 
plans to be more lenient with 
the new Republican administra- 
tion. A man of Richardson's 
otherwise 
excellent 
talents 


should not be lost to govern- 
ment — provided he can over- 
come a weakness which if not 
controlled could be serious.

MR. NIXON’S WELFARE 
COMMISSION 
The first Nlxoo panel to r e ­ 
port came in rather hesitantly 
— in that it was on the side of 
adm inistrative efficiency cxithe 
one hand, but on the other, it 
seemed to recognize that ad­ 
m inistrative efficiency for c e r­ 
tain types of w elfare program s 
is out of this world; out, even, 
of Mr. Nixon’s world. 
Here are the Issues; 
The 
antipoverty program has as its 
objective a goal which both lib ­ 
erals and conservatives theore­ 
tically endorse, namely 
the 
graduation of welfare fam ilies 
into self-sufficiency. As usual, 
the question is on how to p ro ­ 
ceed. The Kennedy-Johnson an­ 
tipoverty 
‘•w arfare" is c e r­ 
tainly discredited, but the ques­ 
tion is why. The liberals will 
not concede that there Is any­ 
thing wrong with the federal 
governm ent's having got into the 
picture, but some of them (the 
brighter among them) concede 
that a great deal went wrong 
when the government did get 
into the picture. Post hoc prop­ 
ter hoc ? 
The conservatives, who as a 
m atter of faith believe in lo ­ 
cal control, are for doctrinal 
reasons disposed tobelievethat 
local control was the best thing 
that ever happened to the pov­ 
erty program . Unfortunately, 
local control, as the lowering 
scandals in New York City sug­ 
gest, has in fact amounted to 
1) graft, on a truly Neapolitan 
scale; and b) utterly inconse­ 
quential 
results, 
even after 
the use of such monies as the 
m alversators were so gener­ 
ous as to allow to trickle down 
to the poor. 
M r. 
Nixon's 
com mission 
makes 
two concrete recom ­ 
mendations, one of them in ­ 
disputably 
right-minded, the 
other le ss so. Let us, says the 
com m ission, 
cease 
Instantly 
from penalizing fam ilies the 
fathers of which are in re s i­ 
dence and unemployed. Under 
existing legislation, catch -a- 
father -in -the -house means an 
end to certain kinds of welfare 
to which the mother and chil­ 
dren are entitled on the assum p­ 
tion that they have been d e s e rt­ 
ed. The lamentable result has 


been to encourage the physical 
separation 
of m arried or for 
that m atter unmarried couples. 
Another 
recommendation of 
Mr. Nixon’s commission, more 
controversial than the other, 
is that the federal government 
step in and standardize welfare 
paym ents, so as to eliminate 
such contrasts as now exist 
between, say, M issouri ($8), and 
New York City ($71). 


A few thoughts: 
1) To the extent that differ­ 
ences among the states p e r­ 
sist, so does the states' auth­ 
ority — with far-reaching con­ 
sequences. As it now stands, 
there is considerable m aterial 
temptation for residents of M is­ 
sissippi to move to New York— 
in order to take jobs there ?No, 
in order to live there on w el­ 
fare. Such em igrations contri­ 
bute to the fiscal emergency 
m erely suggested by the figures 
in New York City, where w el­ 
fare 
payments 
have tripled 
since the election of Paul Bun- 
yon as m ayor. So that the fed­ 
eral government, by the use of 
its power to bribe, can ease that 
centrifugalist urge towards the 
philanthropic states, and that Ls 
certainly a desirable result.O n 
the other hand, once again, an 
erosion of state authority. 


2) No doubt M r. Nixon recog­ 
nizes the dilem m a. And perhaps 
he will go right on to consider 
his com m ission’s hint for the 
day after tom orrow, which is-, 
a negative income tax, as sug­ 
gested 
by 
P rofessor Milton 
Friedm an, and an end to the 
welfare patchwork. There Isa 
lot that is gTeatly objection­ 
able, to the orthodox conser­ 
vative, in such a totallst ap­ 
proach to the welfare prob­ 
lem , and it is ironic that the 
first conservative president in 
two decades should be the first 
to consider such a recom m en­ 
dation as M r. Nixon has got. 
M r. Nixon will have to ponder 
the question deeply. Am erica 
should 
have 
taken 
different 
turns years ago. But the people 
having ratified and reratified 
the New Deal, are we not better 
off with such radical proposals 
as Milton Friedm an’s than with 
yet another four years of Jerry - 
building?

liot Richardson as Under Sec­ 
retary. 
Both appear to be highly qual­ 
ified men and in the past Chair­ 
man Fulbrlght has raised un- 
shlrted Hades with tt* Johnson 
administration for too much 
secrecy. 
One point in the career of E l­ 
liott Richardson is unfortunate 
and could be a reason for Chair - 
man Fulbrlght*s secret hear­ 
ings. Richardson, now Attor­ 
ney General of Massachusetts, 
was a far-sighted HEW execu­ 
tive under Elsenhower. He had 
a good record in government— 
except for alcoholism. 
It ls a firm rule of the State 
Department that an alcoholic ls 
a security risk. The theory is 
that he's subject to blackmail, 
or can be indiscreet under the 
influence of liquor and leak s e ­ 
curity information. 
Fortunately alcoholism can be 
cured and one notable example 
is 
that of newly elected Sen. 
Harold Hughes, former gover­ 
nor 
of Iowa. Hughes made no 
secret of his problem, triumph­ 
ed over it, and the people of 
Iowa gave him credit for it. 
Prospective Under Secretary 
of State Richardson should al­ 
so be given the breaks. But the 
public also is entitled to the 
facts. Furthermore, publica­ 
tion of the facts may help keep 


a public figure on the wagon. 
Richaroson's 
15 automobile 
arrests extend over a period 
from 1938 to 1964, including two 
states, Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire, and the District of 
Columbia. Most of his arrests, 
though Involving speeding, ap­ 
pear to be minor, but three In­ 
volved driving under the In­ 
fluence of liquor with serious 
fines and license suspended. 


FIRST BRUSH WITH LAW 
The new Under S ecretary of 
S tate's first significant brush 
with the law was at the age of 
19 when much could be forgiv­ 
en — if he had learned from 
this lesson. Richardson was 
arrested on May 6, 1939, at 
8:30 p.m ., for operating under 
the influence of liquor on B ea­ 
con Street In Boston. The a r ­ 
resting 
officer, 
W alter 
F . 
W aite, stated that Richardson 
had collided with a safety Is­ 
land and his car had to be tow­ 
ed to the Uptown garage. 
"R ichardson was very abus­ 
ive at the tim e of his a rre s t 
and 
threatened to 
have me 
fire d ," 
Officer Watte stated. 
"H e stated that his uncle Hen­ 
ry L. Shattuck would fix the 
case and then take care of me. 
Richardson was very profane 
and disorderly at the tim e ." 
R i c h a r d s o n 
subsequently 
pleaded guilty to "operating a 
motor vehicle so that the lives 
and safety of the public might 
be endangered" and to driving 
"under the Influence of intox­ 
icating liq u o r." He was fined a 
total of $75 and his license 
suspended. 
R ichardson's worst brush with 
the law came 12 y ears later 
on an April night in 1951 when 
at 2 a.m . he struck a stop sign 
at 347 Clark Rood in Brook­ 
line, then traveled through a 
hedge alongside the sidewalk. 
DEMOCRATS ARE TOLERANT 
The arresting officer, Neil F. 


Doherty of the Brookline po­ 
lice force, stated: "On about 
11:30 a.m . April 22, 1951, I 
commenced an Investigation of 
a reported hit-and-run prop­ 
erty damage accident. The ac­ 
cident occurred at about 2 p.m. 
this date . . . 
I interviewed 
the defendant (Elliott Richard­ 
son) and asked him if he had an 
accident 
last 
night or this 
morning and he said no. 
"1 asked him about the hedge 
and the twigs on the front of his 
car, and he said he could not ac­ 
count for them. I asked him 
where he was, and he said at a 
party In Cambridge. I asked 
him If he had been drinking, 
and he said yes. He stated he 
had been drinking cocktails. I 
asked him if he was drunk, and 
he said he did not think so. 1 
said, ‘You were at least under 
the Influence of liquor,’ and he 
said that he guessed that he 
w as," 
Richardson pleaded guilty and 
paid a $200 fine. His license was 
suspended. 
W hile In W ashington, D, C„ 
in 1949, Richardson also had 
his license suspended for 30 
days, but the reco rd ls not 
clear regarding 
the details. 
On January 24, 1964, he was 
arrested for speeding at F arm ­ 
ington, New H am pshire, and 
fined $15. There w ere 11 other 
a rre sts, most of them m inor. 
During 
the 
la st Republican 
adm inistration, 
approxim ately 
50 State Departm ent officials 
w ere forced to " re s ig n " be­ 
cause of alcoholism or kindred 
problem s which allegedly made 
them 
security 
risk s. 
The 
present D em ocratic Congress 
plans to be m ore lenient with 
the new Republican adm inistra­ 
tion. A man of Richardson's 
otherwise 
excellent 
talents 
should not be lo st to govern­ 
ment — provided he can over­ 
come a weakness which if not 
controlled could be serious.

C. M. Wagner who was then 
county health officer. 
“ That is no longer a prob­ 
lem,” district attorney Robert 
Trimble said yesterday.

threatened a mass boycott at 
Tropical if the former exercise 
girl were allowed to ride a horse 
named Stone land in the fourth 
race. 
After a stormy meeting In the 
jockey room, the 11 jockeys in 
the third race refused to come 
out unless Barbara Jo was re­ 
moved from her horse. 
Trainer Bryan Webb bowed to 


the pressure and broke the news 
to Barbara Jo. 
"Barbara, honey," he said. 
"You're stuck. You ain't gonna 
ride." Webb explained "It was a 
case of taking her off or calling 
the race off." 
Attorney Robert H. Burns of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union talked with Barbara Jo 
and her father, a Miami tavern 
owner, and said he would go to 
court charging

Burn said he would name 
each jockey in the third and 
fourth races and the Jockeys 
Guild as a group If collusion 
could be proved. He said he also 
will consider federal action if it 


could be proved that a n ti-trust 
laws had been violated.

"The jockeys felt there were 
two problems," Sliberman said.

Johnson said, "The nation is 


now in its 95th month of contin* 
uous economic advance. Both in 
strength and length, this pros* 
perity is without parallel in our 
history. 


"We have steered clear of the 


busmess»cycle recessions wh- 
ich for generations derailed us 
repeatedly from our path of 
growth and progress." 


But the President saw one 


flaw in his generally rosy eco* 
nomic analysis-the wage-price 
spiral which bacame especially 
serious in 19(8. 


He insisted that this was 


caused in no small part by the 
failure of Congress to enact the 
10 per cent income surtax in 
January, 1967, when he first 
asked for it. The bill passed 18 
months later. 


Congressional critics have 


said this delay resulted largely 
from a refusal by Johnson and 
his Defense Department 
to 


present the true costs of the 
Vietnam war at the time they 
first became obvious. 


In any event, Johnson de- 


clared in his report that the job 
of combining national prosperi. 
ty with price stability "is the 
biggest remaimngover.all chal. 
lenge facing the nation." 


Industrial countries have nev- 


er solved this problem of infla- 
tion, said Johnson, and the Unit* 
ed States could not solve it ei- 
ther in the short-term future. 
But he expressed confidence 
that eventually an answer would 
be found. "There is no simple 
nor single formula for success, 
he commented. "Butthis combi- 
nation high employment and 
stable prices can and must be 
achieved — by the United States 
and within the next several 
years. 


"Now that we have learned to 


sustain prosperity, we can sure- 
ly not allow inflation to erode or 
erase that victory." 


The solutions he advocated 


lean heavily on the so-called 
"New Economics." 


Cutting taxes and raising gov. 


ernment spending in periods of 
economic slowdown, the oppos- 
ite when booms threaten to get 
out of hand; higher interest 
rates in inflationary times, low- 
er ones in slack periods. 


But the President said there 


also must be other steps. One of 
these, he said, is steady im- 
provement in the productivity of 
American industries and work- 
ers. 
Another is voluntary a- 


greement by both business and 
labor to restrain themselves 
in raising prices and demand- 
ing wage boosts.

Post Viet 
Recession 
Warning

WASHINGTON (AP)-A cabi- 


net-level report to President 
Johnson warns that the United 
States faces a possible reces- 
sion when the Vietnam war ends, 
and urges that the government 
be ready with an action plan 
to stop it. 


The report, sent to Congress 


today by the President, said the 
economy would be subjected to 
the same deflationary pres- 
sures that followed the Korean 
War. 


While not predicting any date 


lor an end to hostilities in Viet- 
nam, the committee of top White 
House advisers based estimates 
on an assumption that the tran- 
sition to peace could be essen- 
tially completed by July 1,1971 
—In other woids, the start of 
the 1972 fiscal year. 


The report said that if the cur- 


rent 10 per cent income surtax 
Is still in effect when the fight- 
Ing ends, earlier phase-out of 
the tax could help offset any 
recession and promote healthy 
economic growth. It alsourgtd 
that a detailed plan to speed up 
government spending on high 
priority projects be prepared 
now to cushion the impact of the 
transition from a war to peace 
economy. 


The report of the Cabinet com- 
mittee, undr preparation since 
March 1967, carried the signa-

Anticipating that the U. S. 


ecomomy will be generating 
more than $1 trillion-one thou- 
sand billion-by 1972, the report 
said the cost of the Vietnam war 
has been a load for the U. S. 
economy to carry, and not a 
prop supporting it. 


"Prosperity has not depended 


on the defense buildup and will 
not need high military spending 
to support it in peace time," the 
report said.

In dustrial countries have nev­ 
e r solved this problem of infla­ 
tion, said Johnson, and the Unit­ 
ed S tates could not solve it ei­ 
th e r in the sh o rt-term fu tu re. 
But he ex p ressed confidence 
th at eventually an answ er would 
be found. “ T here is no sim ple 
nor single form ula for su ccess, 
he com m ented. “ But th is com bi­ 
nation 
high em ploym ent and 
stable p ric e s can and m ust be 
achieved — by the United States 
and w ithin the next 
sev eral 
y e a rs . 


“ Now that we have learned to 
su sta in p ro sp erity , we can su re ­ 
ly not allow inflation to ero d e o r 
e ra s e that v icto ry .” 
The solutions he advocated 
lean heavily on the so-called 
“ New E conom ics.” 
C utting taxes and ra isin g gov. 
ern m en t spending in p eriods of 
econom ic slowdown, the oppos­ 
ite when boom s th rea ten to get 
out of hand; higher in te re st 
ra te s in inflationary tim e s, low­ 
e r ones in slack p erio d s. 
But the P resid e n t said th ere 
also m ust be other ste p s. One of 
th e se , he said, is steady im ­ 
provem ent in the productivity of 
A m erican in d u stries and w ork­ 
e rs . 
A nother is voluntary a- 
greem en t by both b u sin ess and 
lab o r 
to re s tra in th em selv es 
in ra isin g p ric e s and dem and­ 
ing w age b oosts.

"P ro sp e rity has not depended 
on the defense buildup and will 
n o t need high m ilitary spending 
to support it in peace tim e ,” the 
re p o rt said.
